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POLICE TARGET RESTAURANTS IN MODERN SLAVERY PROBE 



POLICE executed a warrant at a West Bro¬ 
mwich restaurant as part of a wider inves¬ 
tigation into the exploitation of eastern Eu¬ 
ropean workers for cheap labour. 

Officers carried out raids at three res¬ 
taurants across the region, including Red 
Leaf in High Street, West Bromwich, after 
acting on information that suggested staff 
were being brought into the UK and paid 
a pittance. 

A modern slavery warrant was also exe¬ 
cuted simultaneously at Ming Moon, Staf¬ 
ford Road, Wolverhampton, along with Red 
Leaf at 8am on Tuesday morning. Nothing 
was found at Red Leaf however. A spokes¬ 
man for the restaurant said: “Police came 
and asked for information and left.” 


Premises in Coventry and Handsworth 
were also raided. A total of 20 men, mainly 
from Slovakia and Romania, were discov¬ 
ered and living in poor conditions. Police 
say they have been safeguarded and taken 
to a reception centre where they will be 
given an opportunity to speak to specially 
trained officers. 

A 49-year-old man and woman aged 45, 
both Slovakian, have been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of slavery offences by providing staff 
through a recruitment consultancy. 

Chief Inspector Sally Simpson, from West 
Midlands Police’s public protection unit, 
said: “Unfortunately we hear all too often 
of cruel individuals making large sums of 
money on the back of the misery of others. 


“These ‘gang masters’ promise a job, ac¬ 
commodation and money; but people end 
up working long hours, living in poor condi¬ 
tions and being paid next to nothing. 

“This is the 21st century and we are com¬ 
mitted to tackling people trafficking and 
modern slavery. We are continually looking 
to raise awareness of what is still a hidden 
crime. We need the public to help us stop 
such exploitation and report anything sus¬ 
picious; which can help us take firm and de¬ 
cisive action such as this operation today.”

THREE CHILD ABUSE 
CLAIMS EVERY DAY 


MORE than 6,000 child abuse allegations 
have been made in Sandwell over the past 
five years, it has been revealed. 


Figures showed social services dealt with hundreds of 
cases every year since 2012. A total of 6,226 allegations 
were referred to Sandwell Council’s social services team 
up to 2016 - an average of three every day. Council bosses 
said the number of children being ‘abused and neglected’ 
was rising in Sandwell. 


However, he insisted it was not 
a problem restricted solely to the 
borough. The NSPCC said every 
allegation of abuse needed to be 
taken seriously. 

Sandwell Council leader Steve 
Eling admitted it was a ‘worrying 
situation’ and called for Govern¬ 
ment intervention. Child abuse 
has been back in the national 
spotlight this month following the 
conviction of 18 people who were 
part of a child sex ring in Newcas¬ 
tle. Councillor Eling said: “These 
are some of the most difficult and 
sensitive matters that we have as 
a council have to deal with. 

“Over the last few years we have 
seen increasing numbers of chil¬ 
dren being neglected and abused. 
There are now more children in 
Sandwell who are subject to Child 
Protection Plans than we have 
ever had before. This is a national 
issue and Sandwell like many au¬ 
thorities are having to commit 
more resources than we have ever 
had to in the past.”

“There is a serious social policy 
breakdown which needs a needs a 
national policy intervention to re¬ 
verse this worrying situation. Just 
taking more and more children 
into care cannot be the answer. 

“As a council our number one 
priority is to ensure that children 
are safe. We work closely with 
other agencies to ensure that this 
happens.” 

An NSPCC spokesperson said: 
“Any allegation that a child has 
been abused must be taken seri¬ 
ously and dealt with sensitively 
and promptly. Abuse can happen 
to any child from any background 
and the general public have an in¬ 
tegral role to play. 

“We would urge anyone con¬ 
cerned about a child’s welfare to 
contact the NSPCC’s 24/7 Help¬ 
line on 0808 800 5000. Callers can 
remain anonymous and should 
not wait until they’re absolutely 
certain something is wrong.”

Campaigners call for 
return of Oldbury bus 

BUS passengers are demanding the return 
of a service after it was withdrawn from 
parts of the Black Country. 

More than 250 people have signed a pe¬ 
tition calling for the return of the number 
89 to Oldbury and Blackheath after it was 
rerouted. 

The National Express service took peo¬ 
ple from the area into Birmingham but it 
changed its route following a shake-up of 
services earlier this year. 

A petition signed by people living in Old¬ 
bury, Langley and Smethwick has been 
handed to Transport for West Midlands. 

National Express announced changes to 
some of its services earlier this year. 

The 89 now runs from Birmingham to 
West Bromwich rather than to Oldbury. 

EYESORE 

Demolition of pub 
moves step nearer 

A DERELICT pub which was the target 
of anti-social-behaviour has moved a 
step closer to being bulldozed. 

The owners of the Cottage Inn, on 
Hobbs Road in Wednesbury, have re¬ 
vealed a planning application to bring it 
down and turn it into houses and apart¬ 
ments will be submitted to Sandwell 
Council in September. The move has 
been welcomed by ward councillor 
Peter Hughes, who campaigned along¬ 
side fellow Wednesbury North council¬ 
lors Elaine Costigan and Tony Meehan 
to get the site cleared up.

BINS are finally expected to be collected 
from streets around Great Barr this week 
following the Birmingham bins strike. 

People living in the Oscott area are ex¬ 
pected to be visited by binmen over the 
coming days as the city attempts to re¬ 
turn to normal after seven weeks of chaos 
which left rubbish piling up on the streets. 
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Worker rescued after fall from roof 


A WORKER had to be rescued af¬ 
ter falling onto scaffolding on the 
roof of a house. 

The roofer suffered back and 
abdominal injuries after falling 
from the roof at the house on Mor¬ 
rison Road, Tipton. 

Firefighters led a complex res¬ 
cue operation to ensure the man 
got down to the ground safely. 

The injured man was placed 
onto a stretcher as West Midlands 
Fire Service’s technical rescue 
team used a rope lowering system 
Rescuers carrying out the delicate operation to get him down. 



The roofer had been working 
at a semi-detached house when 
he fell around eight feet onto 
the scaffolding which was at sec¬ 
ond-floor level at around 5.45pm 
on Thursday. 

He was assessed by paramedics 
once safely down on the ground 
and taken to Sandwell Hospital. 

Fire service spokesman Mat¬ 
thew Smith said: “We received a 
call from the ambulance service 
who requested assistance for a 
male who had fallen from a roof 
onto scaffolding. 


“We sent our technical rescue 
team and crews from Tipton and 
Wednesbury. 

“He was rescued using a 
stretcher and rope lowering sys¬ 
tem. They managed to get him 
onto the ground and he was re-as- 
sessed by the ambulance service 
and taken to hospital.” 

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service spokesman Jamie Ar- 
rowsmith said: “We worked 
closely with the fire service’s 
technical rescue team to get the 
patient safely onto the ground. 


Shops face postcode 
lottery over thefts 


SHOPS are more at risk of thefts 
depending where they are situat¬ 
ed in the Black Country, accord¬ 
ing to new figures which show 
wide ranges in the number of of¬ 
fences against businesses. 

Fifty cases of shoplifting in the Dud¬ 
ley borough were reported to police in 
May, and that is compared to 24 in the 
Walsall borough. 

In Sandwell there were 39 and in Wolver¬ 
hampton 33. Meanwhile, in Solihull, there 
were just 18 offences. The figures, from 
a Freedom of Information Act request to 
West Midlands Police, by the Lib Dems do 
not surprise traders in Dudley. 

Mohammed Sagir, chairman of the Voice 
of Dudley Businesses, said about the new 
figures released: “It is a subject which is 
raised increasingly by members. There 
are CCTV cameras all around Dudley, but 
too often we report crimes, get a reference 
number and then do not hear anything 
more. 

Offences 

“We want confidence that these people 
doing it are getting caught.” 

West Midlands Police did charge 561 in 
connection with shoplifting offences over 
the same month. Sixty six others received 
a caution during the same period. 

For those reported crimes where the 
value was reported to the police, 24 inci¬ 
dents were for £1 items. The highest value 
item stolen in a raid was £1,400. 

Chief Supt Keith Fraser, force lead for 
business crime, said: “Some people think of 
shoplifting as being a ‘victimless’ crime but 
the impact it has on everyone should not be 
underestimated. In addition to the actual 
cost, these offences can have a detrimental 
and long-lasting impact on staff who work 
in shops and stores, the economy and also 
communities.” 

“We are involved in a number of initia¬ 
tives to target shoplifters in the West Mid¬ 
lands, including retail radio schemes.”

Widow's £lk 
stolen from 
wardrobe by 
workman 

A WINDOW cleaner who stole more 
than £1,000 from a frail 86-year-old wid¬ 
ow after targeting her on his round has 
been locked up for more than two years. 

Joshua Woodhouse, who had served 
with the Armed Forces in Afghanistan, 
was £6,000 in debt, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. The 26-year-old 
from Oldbury struck after spotting the 
poorly-sighted victim hiding the tin in 
which she kept a cash float in a wardrobe 
at the fourth floor West Bromwich flat. 

She was a ‘fiercely independent 
woman’ but her four children visited 
regularly and noticed money had gone 
missing between April 20 and 26, ex¬ 
plained Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting. 

A CCTV system was installed in a bid 
to identify the culprit and caught Wood- 
house red handed stealing from the 
stash on May 17. He took £1,000 on the 
first occasion and later just a £20 note 
left as bait by the suspicious relatives. 

Mr Spratt explained: “One of her chil¬ 
dren visits every day and ensures she 
has enough cash to pay for services such 
as hairdressing, chiropody and the inter¬ 
nal cleaning of her windows.” 

Woodhouse from Bleakhouse Road 
and of previous good character pleaded 
guilty to two charges of burglary and 
was jailed for two years and one month. 

Ridiculous rules 
irk Brum workers 

RIDICULOUS rules are in place at 38.2 
per cent of workplaces in Birmingham, 
research from jobs website CV-Library 
has found. 

Where such rules are in place 34.6 
per cent of workers said that they make 
them feel restricted. The study asked 
1,000 UK workers whether their em¬ 
ployer had any silly rules in place. 

In Birmingham 65.4 per cent said 
they would disobey any rules they deem 
as ‘silly’. One of the top ‘silly’ rules was 
imposing a strict time frame in which 
to go to the toilet. Another was wear¬ 
ing particular coloured clothes to match 
the business and not allowing women to 
wear trousers. 

Several said that they weren’t allowed 
to say hello to a customer, only good 
morning or good afternoon.

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Robber who 
ripped off 
earrings is 
locked up 

A ROBBER who ripped gold earrings 
off a pensioner in the street has been 
locked up after he was identified fol¬ 
lowing a police appeal. 

Inderjit Singh Dhaliwal tore the 
jewellery from the ear of his 66-year- 
old victim as she walked along Church 
Hill Street, Smethwick. 

Dhaliwal had followed the woman 
off the bus from the High Street and 
grabbed the sentimental earrings - 
leaving the woman injured - at just 
after 2pm on May 26. 

The 40-year-old jumped on another 
bus but the victim and her friend 
managed to flag it down. However, as 
the injured woman tried to approach 
Dhaliwal he pushed past, knocking 
one of them over, before running off. 

Officers released CCTV in a bid to 
trace Dhaliwal who was quickly rec¬ 
ognised by the public - leading to his 
arrest in early July. 

Dhaliwal, of Bearwood Road, Bear¬ 
wood, pleaded guilty to robbery and 
assault and was jailed for two years 
and 10 months at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Friday August 11. 

Det Con Sarah Forster said: “This 
was a particularly nasty robbery 
where the victim not only suffered 
the trauma of having her sentimental 
earrings taken but the pain of having 
them ripped off. 

“Thanks to the help of the public 
we were able to identify Dhalilwal and 
make sure he faced justice.”

The two-acre site has been put up 
for sale with Dudley-based Sellers 
Chartered Surveyors for offers in ex¬ 
cess of £1,100,000. 

The site has eight steel frame units, 
with offices and workshops. 

The advert states that it is in a pop¬ 
ular area within close proximity of the 
motorway network. 

Bake-off tribute 
to Alf in Tipton 

A LOCAL history day is being held 
next month on the theme of Tipton - 
a cut above the rest. 

Tipton’s annual celebration, on 
September 23, is this year dedicated 
to the late Alf Breakwell, a friend and 
supporter of Tipton library, known for 
his baking. 

In tribute, a Breakwell Bake Off, a 
cake competition will be held on the 
day. 

It will also include two book 
launches and live music from the 
Scarbellies, community stalls and 
home-made refreshment stalls. 

Mental health ward 
opens at hospital 

A NEW ward specialising in mental 
health has been opened at a hospital 
in Birmingham. 

The Priory Hospital Woodbourne, 
in Edgbaston, invested £1.25 million 
funding in a bid to help cope with the 
demand from mental health patients. 

Twenty-five new posts have been 
created as part of the investment. The 
new Manor Ward, a private in-patients 
facility, will now provide treatment for 
men and women over the age of 18. 


Police close suspected 
brothel after complaints 


A SUSPECTED brothel has been 
closed down by police following a 
raft of complaints from residents. 

Officers swooped on a property in Mon¬ 
tague Road, Smethwick, which was they 
said was being used by Romanian women. 

Ward councillor Roger Horton said the prop¬ 
erty had been an issue of major concern in the 
area. 

Police said three women were discovered at 
the property who confirmed it was being used 
as a sex establishment. 

Councillor Horton said several residents had 
called for action over the brothel. 

He said: “We had people coming into the sur¬ 
gery and writing letters about it. Some letters 
were anonymous, people were frightened to put 
their names on. 

“The police got involved with other agencies 
and sorted it out. 

“I’m pleased it has been sorted out. This isn’t 
the first one. I’m hoping it will be the last.” 

Monitor 

Jessica Redmond, a police engagement of¬ 
ficer in Sandwell, said: “Officers closed down 
what they believed to be a brothel operating 
in Smethwick. 

“Officers discovered three Romanian females 
openly admitting to using the premises for sex¬ 
ual services. 

“Officers continued to monitor the premises 
immediately thereafter in response to several 
complaints by residents before getting in touch 
with the letting agent and sexual exploitation 
team and immigration.” 

The police operation was carried out last 
month but details have only now been released. 

It is the latest suspected brothel to be closed 
in the West Midlands amid concerns over traf¬ 
ficking and modern slavery. 

In February, West Midlands Police raided 
a suspected brothel in Coventry uncovered by 
adverts on adult websites. 

Earlier this year, an Express & Star investi¬ 
gation revealed West Midlands as the modern 
slavery capital outside of London with nearly 
90 crimes recorded last year with authorities 
identified around 350 potential victims.

Profits soar in airport's busiest year 


PROFITS have soared as Birming¬ 
ham Airport enjoyed the busiest year 
in its history, new figures reveal. At 
the same time it almost doubled the 
amount it was spending on try to cope 
with its growth, including a project to 
upgrade its baggage handling system. 

Pre-tax profits at the airport rock¬ 
eted by more than 50 per cent in the 
12 months to the end of March, to 
£38.1 million, according to accounts 


just filed at Companies House. Turn¬ 
over rose by £15m to £145.8m as pas¬ 
senger numbers rose 14 per cent to a 
record 11.9 million. It was the sixth 
consecutive year of rising passen¬ 
ger numbers at the airport, which is 
growing twice as fast as the UK avia¬ 
tion industry as a whole. 

Double digit growth was down to a 
combination of rising passenger num¬ 
bers on existing routes, new routes to 


Lisbon, Luxembourg and Paris Orly 
as well as the arrival of new airlines 
such as Alba Star, Cobalt Air, Jet2 
and Czech Airlines. Ryanair increased 
its flights, while long haul services 
benefited from increasing flights to 
Doha by Qatar Airways and to Dubai 
by Emirates, which now operates the 
double-decker Airbus A380. 

The most popular destinations from 
Birmingham were Dublin, Dubai and 


Amsterdam. Airport bosses are pre¬ 
dicting further growth this year, with 
British Airways launching weekly 
summer services and Jet2 adding 18 
more routes. 

The airport’s income from the 
charges it levies on airlines for using 
its facilities rose by 14.2 per cent last 
year, while the commercial income 
from duty free shopping, catering and 
property rental rose 10 per cent. 


Brothers' row ends in 
‘frenzied knife attack'

A MAN armed with three kni¬ 
ves launched a ‘frenzied’ at¬ 
tack on his brother in front of 
two police officers, a court 
heard. 

Gareth Cable pulled out the knives 
during a ‘childish’ argument with 
James Cable, in the hallway of their 
sister’s home, prosecutors allege. 
The 41-year-old plunged a blade 
deep through his brother’s hand and 
slashed him across his face at the Yew 
Tree Estate property, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Mr Dean Kershaw, prosecuting, 
said: “There may be lots of regret 
in this case. But at the time he was 
thrusting that knife into his brother’s 
face, we say he intended to kill him.” 
The brothers were at the Birchfield 
Way home when police were calledon 
February 23. Officers were unaware 
Gareth Cable had a knife in his pocket 
and two blades in his jacket, the court 
was told. 

The defendant, of Norton Crescent, 
Bordesley Green, brandished a pink 
handled flick knife before pushing his 
brother into the hall and jabbing him 
to the face, the court heard. 

He then slashed his victim with 
a blade across the nose and ‘sliced’ 
through tendons and nerves as he re¬ 
peatedly stabbed his brother, who may 
lose the use of his hand, Mr Kershaw 
said. Police only managed to bring 
the attack to an end when an officer 
Tasered Gareth Cable. Mr Kershaw 
added: “[The argument] all seemed a 
bit petty. But it escalated when this 
defendant produced a knife.” 

Jurors were told the defendant ac¬ 
cepts he stabbed his brother with a 
black handled kitchen knife and the 
flick knife but rejects claims regard¬ 
ing a Stanley knife. Cable denies at¬ 
tempted murder and having an article 
with a blade or a point. The trial con¬ 
tinues.

A REFURBISHED Eurostar carriage has been donat¬ 
ed to a new college in the West Midlands. The Eurostar 
power car has been given a new lease of life at the Na¬ 
tional College for High Speed Rail in Birmingham. 

The 25-ton power car, which was previously used to 
whisk more than 160 million passengers from London 
to Paris and Brussels at speeds of more than 180mph, 
has been donated to the college by Alstom and Eurostar 
after being retired from service. The train will now have 
a new lease of life in Birmingham by playing a critical 
role in educating Britain’s next generation of engineers. 

Chiefs said the car will be used as part of the college’s 


wider education programme as learners get to grips 
‘with a range of engineering specialisms from rolling 
stock, to track systems and power’. 

Clair Mowbray, chief executive for the National Col¬ 
lege for High Speed Rail, said: “This latest addition to 
our Birmingham campus has arrived just as learners 
across the region are processing their A-level results. 

“For those who are currently looking at clearing op¬ 
tions or haven’t yet decided their next steps, the new 
power car is symbolic of the smart alternative that the 
college offers to university.” 

The college opens in September. 


Builder in 
DIY SOS bid 
has tools 
replaced 

A SELFLESS builder, who was giving 
up his time for free to help others, 
was devastated when his equipment 
was stolen as he worked. 

But he has now been given a lift, 
after being given £500 of tools to help 
recover his losses. Brett Bradford, 
aged 57, was working on a driveway at 
a home in West Bromwich as part of 
the DIY SOS Big Build at the house. 

The team were renovating the 
home of Sandra Chambers, who lost 
her daughter Crystal. 

Crystal tragically died in October 
2015 at the age of 32 after being diag¬ 
nosed with terminal cancer just weeks 
before, leaving behind two young chil¬ 
dren Deago, nine and Ameira, three. 
Without home insurance, or owning 
a home, her children were left in the 
care of Crystal’s grieving mother, 
Sandra, to be looked after. 

They moved in with Sandra and her 
19-year-old son, Ziggy, in the cramped 
house in Livingstone Road. 

But hundreds of kind tradespeople, 
including Brett, gave up their time to 
help transform Sandra’s home and 
make it more suitable for their needs. 

But on the final day of work, Brett 
was left devastated after thieves 
broke into his van and cleared it. 
Brett, who runs Allscapes Design and 
Build, based in Brookside, Telford, 
said: “The van was literally parked on 
the street where we were filming and 
doing the makeover, about 100 yards 
away, I could see it from where we 
were but when you’re doing a drive¬ 
way you’re bending down.” 

Immediately after the theft, TV 
presenter Nick Knowles took to social 
media to appeal for help for Brett, and 
another builder who was affected. 

Residents fight

“Obviously off-road motorcycles pose a threat to 
my crews that are attending these fires and tack¬ 
ling these fires but also any people that are actually 
using the parks, dog walkers and cyclists.

“In relation to statistics, it is on the increase 
and it’s an emerging risk not only in Warrens Hall 
Park, we’ve got issues in Wednesbury, which is 
Friar Park, we’ve got issues in Tipton. 

“I would like to think that the public are going to 
be behind us because obviously it’s going to make 
communities of the West Midlands safer.” 

The partnership aims to ease the work load of 
West Midlands Police, helping them identify those 
causing the disturbance and allowing them to im¬ 
pound vehicles. 

An evaluation period over the next couple of 
months will determine the continuation of the 
partnership and if successful plans have been made 
for it to be used on a yearly basis. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for public 
health and protection Councillor Elaine Costigan 
said: said: “The launch is absolutely amazing. 
There’s a major problem across the borough with 
motorbikes and fires, and I think this initiative is 
just absolutely fantastic how the council and every¬ 
body’s come together.”

WE live in a world which is being defiled 
by humankind.

Bikes are all about these days, with 
Britain’s ongoing successes in the Olym¬ 
pics and alike. A few years ago a survey 
was carried out which put the UK in 10th 
place as the most bike-friendly nation in 
Europe, with Denmark and Holland shar¬ 
ing top spot. This does not translate itself 
to the roads however, when at times it 
can feel more like a war of attrition, shar¬ 
ing lanes with motorised traffic. 

I don’t seek to defend idiots who think 
they own the road, two abreast or more. 
Cyclists should know their position in 
the pecking order, and it is the ones who 
think they can jump lights, weave in and 
out of traffic at speed and not consider 
pedestrians, who will always give the rest 
of us who just want to get to work, or ride 
for the fun of it, a bad name. 

On the horizon there are self-charging 
electric bikes being developed, which 
will mean we don’t all have to be Brad¬ 
ley Wiggins to get around, and even with 
the technology of electric bikes available 
now, they are the most environmental- 
ly-friendly personal transport available on 
the roads. 

In the meantime however, the message 
to all road users should be that bikes are 
here to stay and the police now focus 
more than ever before on inconsiderate 
drivers who pose real dangers to cyclists 
with their thoughtless actions. Nearly 
19,000 incidents in 2015 resulted in injury 
to cyclists on UK roads, with 100 killed. 

One last message to anyone on the 
saddle though - make sure you’ve got a 
blooming bell!

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Backing on 
car dealer 
prosecution 

A CROOKED second-hand car deal¬ 
er who sold unroadworthy cars could 
have caused a tragedy on the roads, a 
trading standards boss has said. 

Bob Charnley, manager at Sandwell 
trading standards, hailed the prosecu¬ 
tion of Arslaan Asif, who ran Wednes- 
bury Cars and was given a suspended 
jail sentence last week. 

The 28-year-old was warned a dan¬ 
gerous Volkswagen Polo he sold could 
have killed its driver and passengers, 
as well as others nearby. 

Asif was sentenced to eight weeks 
in prison, suspended for 18 months, 
at Wolverhampton Magistrates Court 
and fined £2,650. 

Mr Charnley said: “This is an excel¬ 
lent result because this was a very se¬ 
rious case where dangerous cars were 
being sold to innocent members of the 
public. This could have led to tragic 
events.” 

Councillor Elaine Costigan, cabi¬ 
net member for public protection at 
Sandwell Council, said: “It is vital 
that these cases are pursued so that 
the public are protected from the sale 
of dangerous vehicles.” 

Oncology hope 
by trust chiefs 

NHS bosses have said they are work¬ 
ing to ensure cancer patients in a 
Black Country borough will not have 
to make trips to Birmingham to see a 
specialist. 

The Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham is planning to withdraw 
its oncologists who currently treat pa¬ 
tients at Sandwell Hospital. 

An NHS improvement spokesman 
said they were, “working closely with 
both trusts to ensure that high-qual¬ 
ity services continue to be provided lo¬ 
cally to patients across Sandwell and 
West Birmingham.”

The couple claim the width of the 
driveway is 89 inches, narrowing to 86 
inches where an electric box is posi¬ 
tioned on a outer wall. 

After reporting the issue to Taylor 
Wimpey they feel they have yet to hear 
a resolution to the issue. 

“It is really frustrating. We have ex¬ 
hausted all ways of trying to get them 
to listen,” said Mrs Jones. 

Mrs Jones said: “We’ve had people

look at it three times yet we’re get¬ 
ting nowhere.

Freeview 

problems 
warning 
over masts 


TV VIEWERS in Wednesbury have been 
warned that newly-installed 4G mobile phone 
masts may be causing interference to their 
Freeview service reception. 

Signs of interference include a blocky picture, 
loss of sound or a ‘No signal’ message. A special 
programme called at800 has been set up to provide 


support. 

A spokesman for the 
service said that there is a 
small chance that some 4G 
mobile signals transmitted 
at 800 MHz will cause inter¬ 
ference to Freeview, which 
is TV received via an aerial. 

Because 4G at 800 MHz 
signals sit next to the fre¬ 
quencies used by Freeview, 
they can overload the receiv¬ 
ers in TVs and set-top boxes 
causing interference. 

Ben Roome, CEO of 
at800, said: “If anyone re¬ 
lies on Freeview for TV, 
we can arrange for one of 
our accredited engineers to 
visit homes to fix Freeview 
interference caused by 4G 
signals, free of charge. 

“If anyone uses Freeview 
alongside other TV services, 
we can send free filters 
which block mobile signals

Wheels of Steel helped 
put city on cycling map 


BEFORE Chris Froome and 
Bradley Wiggins, before even 
Wolverhampton’s own Hugh 
Porter, British road racing 
had a Wolverhampton based 
cycling hero, Ian Steel, win¬ 
ner of the Peace Race in 1952, 
an event even more arduous 
than the Tour de France. 

Ian rode for Wolverhampton’s 
famous Viking Team, managed by 
Bob Thom, himself a British Road 
Race Champion. 

In the period just after the War 
when Wolverhampton’s Percy Stallard 
was leading a revolt against the Na¬ 
tional Cyclists Union (NCU), the gov¬ 
erning body which was totally against 
road racing, and tried to sabotage all 
such events, Percy formed the British 
League of Racing Cyclists. 


MEMORY LANE 



Bob Thom was recruited to manage 
the local Viking team, and Ian Steel 
soon became its star. 

He won the 1951 Daily Express 
Tour of Britain, in which the NCtJ had 
tried and failed to block foreign teams 
from competing. 

Gruelling 

In 1952 the BLRC entered a team, 
managed by Percy Stallard, in the 
Peace Race, 1,265 miles in 12 stages 
through Poland Germany and Czech¬ 
oslovakia, the most gruelling amateur 
international stage race on the planet, 
usually dominated by Eastern Bloc 
riders. 

Managed superbly by Stallard, the 
British team shepherded Ian Steel 


to victory by two minutes 35 seconds 
from Jan Vesely, the Czech double 
World champion. 

The Union Cycliste Internationale 
were so impressed they awarded the 
BLRC associate membership, and or¬ 
dered the horrified NCU to co-operate, 
and put British cycling road racing in 
order. Ian Steel’s career was cut short 
when he was riding in the Tour de 
France in 1955 for the British team. 

His chances were ruined by the or¬ 
ders given him by the team manager, 
who also managed a rival team to Vi¬ 
king, and tried to favour one of his 
own. 

Ian was was so upset he quite the 
Tour the next day, and gave up race 
cycling altogether. 

The Viking Team raced on, and Bob 
Thom, and his son, also named Bob, 
were coaches and managers of British 
road and cyclo-cross teams for many 
years to come.

DETAILED plans for the next 
office building to be con¬ 
structed as part of the £700 
million Paradise Birmingham 
development are to be dis¬ 
played at a public exhibition 
next month.

For those unable to attend the exhi¬ 
bition, the proposals for the planning 
application will be available to view at 
www.paradisebirmingham.co.uk from 
September 5.

SHE’S the mum-of-two who 
was featured on the back of 
buses across London after 
fronting a national campaign 
to raise awareness of heart 
failure. 

Nurse Jane Stubley also ap¬ 
peared on the ITV1 show Good 
Morning Britain to talk about 
the issues around the condition, 
which is one of the 10 biggest kill¬ 
ers in England. 

So it’s no wonder she heads up one 
of the country’s leading heart failure 
teams at Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Jane, aged 53, established the heart 
failure service at Sandwell Hospital 
in 2001 and has built up the team to 
where it is today, across Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals and Pri¬ 
mary Care Trusts.

Boss of police 
group calls 
for pay rise 

WE need a pay rise - that is message 
from the boss of the body that repre¬ 
sents the West Midlands’ rank and 
file police officers. 

Tom Cuddeford, chairman of West 
Midlands Police Federation, said it 
was time for the Government to show 
‘support and respect’ for front line 
officers and backed calls for a 2.8 per 
cent pay increase. 

Writing in ‘Federation’, the group’s 
bi-monthly magazine, Mr Cuddeford 
said officers had been ‘run ragged’ 
and criticised delays in making a de¬ 
cision on this year’s police pay review. 

He wrote: “We appreciate that in 
reality there is no magic money tree, 
but there are also no magic police of¬ 
ficers who can keep making ends meet 
despite the increased cost of living 
and their decreased real term wages. 

“Police officers seem to be expected 
to perform all sorts of tricks as they 
try to provide the same service with 
fewer resources but maybe it’s time 
the Government conjured up some 
solutions too?” 

He said the Police Federation of 
England and Wales was calling for 
a 2.8 per cent pay rise to the Police 
Remuneration Review Board. A deci¬ 
sion on the pay review was meant to 
be taken before the summer but has 
now been delayed until next month at 
the earliest.

ground of Wolverhampton Wanderers and I’ve got to say 
I’m a fan. I went to the Wolves on one occasion to see 
them play Liverpool. We thrashed them. We stopped off 
at those Bathams pubs on the way for a drink. Everybody 
thought we’d get thrashed but I think we must have put 
five passed them that day.” 

She’s grateful for the way her life turned out and says 
she owes much of her success to growing up with John 
and the rest of her family in a musical household. 

“I guess my mom and dad were very musical. My mom 
always sang a little, not seriously but, but she loved good 
music. They were fans of the big bands like Count Basie. 
That was pretty much John’s focus too. My dad loved 
all the black soul divas like Lena Horne and Mahalia 
Jackson. He would play a lot of that music. I grew up 
listening to that. Both my brothers, John and Michael, got 
into the Motown stuff, as well as the rock. It was a real 
eclectic house. I was listening to Jimi Hendrix and Joplin 
and all of that, CSN and Fleetwood Mac, but I was also 
steeped in the British movement and The Kinks. Then 
Zeppelin took off and everything changed.”

S he hails from one of the 
greatest rock families of 
them all. 

Rock'n’blues singer 
Deborah Bonham grew up 
as her big brother, John, 
was becoming the greatest drummer 
in music history. The Led Zeppelin 
powerhouse was fast, powerful and had 
his own distinctive groove. Though he 
died at the tragically young age of 32, 
he left a legacy that lasts to this day. 

Deborah was eight or nine when Led Zeppelin started 
to take off. And she imagined that his ‘job’ - of touring the 
world, recording number one hit records and having fans 
fall at your feet - was perfectly normal. As you would, at 
the age of nine. 

“Where John’s talent came from, nobody can say. I 
think it’s something you are born with. From the age of 
two or three, he was bashing pots and pans. When it took 
off for them, I was so young. I grew up with it. I grew up 
in the thick of it. I just thought that was a normal way of 
life. I thought you made an album and it went straight to 
number one. 

“Believe me, I later learnt that was not always the case. 
But I was very young when he joined Led Zeppelin, I was 
only six or seven. I had a false understanding of the music 
industry to be fair. But I always knew I wanted to sing.” 

Not that John - or, indeed, Deborah’s mother and 
father - wanted her to follow in her illustrious brother’s 
footsteps. “It wasn’t something my brother or mum and 
dad wanted me to happen. Especially after seeing what 
the industry was like, with John. He was right too. It 
wasn’t any place that he wanted his kid sister to be. 

“So I did a bit of opera singing to start with. But I just 
loved blues/rock. And I love performing live. I was always 
going to do it. You can’t deny what’s in your heart.” 

Her parents encouraged her to 

succeed at school instead of pursuing 
her improbable dreams of being a 
rock singer. She took their advice, 
to a point. “One great thing I did 
was learn to speak French at 
school. I sort of stuck with it and 
now, for me, one of the best places 
to tour is France. I often think of my 
brother and mum and dad telling 
me to stop at school and learn and 
I think of how I mastered French 
because, of course, it paid off. Except 
I use the language to help me sing 
the blues.” 

Deborah, who hails from Redditch, 
is back on her old stomping ground 
soon with a headline gig coming up at 
Wolverhampton’s Slade Rooms on September 
22. It’s her second in the region in recent 
times. Back in May she headlined Birmingham’s 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers, the former 
Free vocalist who also sang with Queen. The 
Paul Rodgers gigs were a blast and Deborah 
is looking forward to being back in the West 
Midlands. 

“I’m really excited about it. I can’t remember 
the last time I played Wolverhampton, it was 
many years ago. I love it up there. Any chance 
I get to come and play up there is great. We did 
Symphony Hall with Paul Rodgers and that was 
one of the most amazing gigs.” 

She used to spend most of her life in the Black 
Country, hanging out with bands and watching 
gigs. 

“We always used to come over. I saw Slade. 

I remember seeing them at the Wulfrun Hall 
and they were bloody brilliant. They were a 
real rocking band.” 

She also played a gig when 


‘Uncle’ Robert Plant turned up to do a duet - much to 
the surprise of fans. That was at Huntingdon Hall, in 
Worcester, not far from Robert’s Kidderminster home. 
“Singing with Robert Plant, given our family’s history 
with Led Zeppelin, was a massive moment. Robert’s 
been like a brother or uncle to me. That was at 
Huntingdon Hall. He turned up and got up to 
sing with me, unbeknownst to the audience. 
That was a high moment. When things like 
that happen, it’s an honour isn’t it. 

“But there’s been a lot of amazing 
moments in my life. Every day I think 
how lucky I’ve been. I was a big fan 
of one of the all time greatest female 
vocalists, Ann Peebles, who had a 
hit witih I Can’t Stand The Rain. We 
ended up doing something together, 
a few shows, and we recorded a 
version of Can’t Stand the Rain. 
“I’ve been extremely blessed 
because I’ve had the joy of 
playing with the most incredible 
people. To get up on stage with 
Humble Pie, when they reformed 
with Peter Frampton, was 

incredible and I guess the Paul 
Rodgers thing was another 
recent highlight.” 

Deborah has 
other memories of 
Wolverhampton - 
and not all of them 
musical. Like so 
many Midlands 
rock stars, 
she’s a fan of 
Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and 
has enjoyed seeing 
them play.

New York art rockers Parquet Courts follow 
their latest album Human Performance with 
a UK visit including a gig at Birmingham’s 
02 Institute next Thursday, August 31. 

The band, who have a sound akin to Beck, Talking 
Heads and Franz Ferdinand, have released fifth album 
Human Performance, their second via Rough Trade. 

Whereas other Parquets Courts albums were 
recorded in days or weeks, for Human Performance 
the band took an entire year and it’s the first LP that 
finds all four band members contributing songs. 

The album brings sonic experimentation and 
melodic introspection to matters of the heart, matters 
of humanity, of identity. “I told you I loved you, did I 
even deserve it when you returned it?” singer/guitarist 


Andrew Savage wonders on the title track. It’s also 
their most pop-oriented collection yet, coming only 
months after the release of the largely instrumental 
Monastic Living EP, that was made at the same time. 

Across six years, four full-length albums, and two 
EPs, Parquet Courts have littered their lyrics with 
question marks. If previous album 2014’s Content 
Nausea - with Savage and Austin Brown recording 
as Parkay Quarts - looked at anxiety in the age of big 
data, then on Human Performance the question marks 
get turned on themselves. 

“There is a lot of darkness, and general anguish 
being worked out on this record,” Brown adds. “But 
it ends kind of peacefully, kind of accepting that you 
can’t do much about it.”

Margaret reveals all about 
her life in the spotlight 


A merican drama The 

Handmaid’s Tale made its 
UK television debut on 
Channel 4 in May and became one 
of the biggest successes of the 
year, receiving 13 Emmy 
nominations before being renewed 
for a second season set to air in 
2018. 

Based on the 1985 book of the 
same name, the show imagines a 
future in which nuclear war has left 
a large percentage of the human 
population infertile and young 
women are forced to sleep with 
powerful men called Leaders and 
bear their children. 

The young women - known as 
Handmaids - are assigned to the 
men and are essentially raped, in 
warped rituals involving the Leaders’ 
wives, in a bid to fall pregnant and 
continue the human race. 

The story is told through the eyes 
of a Handmaid called Offred 
(played by Elisabeth Moss) and 
switches between the present 
horror she is living in and the past, 
as the world starts to tumble into 
the chaos and disorder that has led 


to a totalitarian regime. 

Perhaps one of the reasons the 
dark drama has been so successful 
is that many feel the subject matter 
is incredibly prescient given the 
Donald Trump administration, the 
feminism movement and the 
instability of the world. 

Indeed, the book’s author, 
Canadian Margaret Atwood has 
claimed that the 2016 US 
Presidential Election led to an 
increase in sales of The 
Handmaid’s Tale even before the 
success of the aforementioned TV 
adaptation. 

Atwood’s star is now shining 
brighter than ever, but her success 
is not only drown to this one novel - 
for decades she has been 
universally acclaimed as Canada’s 
greatest living writer. 

She is a winner of the Arthur C 
Clarke Award and Prince of Asturias 
Award for Literature, and has been 
shortlisted for the Booker Prize five 
times, winning once for her 
historical novel The Blind Assassin. 

In 2001, she was inducted into 


Canada’s Walk of Fame and is also 
a founder of the Writers’ Trust of 
Canada, a non-profit literary 
organisation that seeks to 
encourage Canada’s writing 
community. 

Atwood is also an inventor, and 
has developed the LongPen that 
facilitates the remote robotic writing 
of documents. 

While she is best known for her 
work as a novelist, she has also 
published 15 books of poetry, with 
many of her pieces inspired by 
myths and fairytales, which have 
been interests of hers from an early 
age. 

And her upbringing is one of the 
key topics up for discussion when 
the writer and activist meets up with 
Alan Yentob in Toronto for tonight’s 
Imagine. 

Atwood explains how a childhood 
spent between the wilderness of 
northern Quebec and the city 
helped shape her vision of herself 
and the world, set alight her 
imagination and set her forth on a 
path to literary success.

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BMW 5 still a premium

When the BMW 5 Series gets refreshed 
it’s a pretty big deal. It has long been 
considered the benchmark for premium 
saloons and estates, but with new rivals 
such as Volvo trying to worm their way 
into a sector dominated by BMW, Audi and 
Mercedes-Benz, it’s no surprise that the 5 
Series has been overhauled to stay ahead 
of the competition. 

Aside from a slightly more slender 
appearance, the 5 Series looks very similar to 
its predecessor. However, under the skin there 
have been plenty of changes. For example, 
the chassis has been reworked using more 
lightweight materials, which contribute to an 
overall weight reduction of 100kg. 

Meanwhile the notoriously smooth ride has 
been further optimised with a new suspension 
setup at the front and the rear. 

Our 530d test car came with a 3.0-litre, six- 
cylinder diesel engine. It’s an ideal powerplant 
for those who drive long distances, with 
excellent response and a surging, torquey 
power delivery. Resist the urge to put your 
foot down and you can easily achieve nearly 
60mpg. 

The 2.0-litre diesel is even more efficient, 
promising economy in excess of 60mpg and 
costing less to begin with. It doesn’t have the 
same badge appeal as the 530d, but it has 
more than enough performance so you never 
feel like you’re missing out. 

A calm, relaxing drive has always been the 
5 Series’ key selling point, and BMW has 
exceeded its own high standard with the latest 
model. At motorway speeds it manages to 
smooth out the road so that even long drives 
are dispatched with zero stress. 



It’s a big car and struggles to hide it 

What’s arguably even more impressive 
is that this is not at the expense of great 
handling. The steering weight is perfectly 
judged and the 5 Series refrains from rolling 
around making it surprisingly fun to throw 
down aback road. 

BMW’s premium estate is a big car, and 
it struggles to hide it. The design is more 
slender than before, with the bodywork 
appearing to hug the frame more tightly. 
Particularly in the sportier trims, the addition 
of small aerodynamic wings help to give a 
more aggressive appearance, though the 
standard car does look a tad plain. 

The interior is fantastic and exactly what 
you’d expect from a premium estate, sitting 
further towards the luxury 7 Series than 
the more family focused 3 Series. A large 
central screen plays host to all the menus 
and satellite navigation functions, with many 
controls able to be used by waving your 
hands around. 

The only complaint that can be levelled 
at the car is that the seats are quite 


uncomfortable, resulting in minor back 
ache over long distances. Be sure to try out 
different seats and driving positions before 
settling on one. 

The 5 Series’ specification is impressive 
across the board, with even models lower 
down the pecking order not giving the feeling 
you’re being short changed - a few blanked 
off buttons the only hint that something is up. 


The standard SE model still gets the 
widescreen on the dashboard, two-zone 
climate control and ambient lighting, which 
makes night driving really pleasant. Optional 
extras that are worth going for include 
adaptive cruise control, Driving Assistant Plus 
(which includes a range of advanced driving 
aids) and wireless mobile phone charging. 

It’s difficult to find much to fault with the 


BMW 5 Series. It was already at the top of the 
game and with a few choice revisions, such as 
a lighter chassis and upgraded suspension, 
there’s no doubt it’ll continue at the top of the 
sales charts. 

Every mile behind the wheel reminds you 
why this is the premium saloon benchmark - 
sorry to BMW’s rivals, but expect business as 
usual in the sales charts.

“We’ve hit the ground running and me and Danny 
are not off the phone to each other every day and we 
talk, at length, about the squad after we’ve trained 
on a Thursday. 

“We talked a bit more in depth after we’ve named 
the players, then we turn up on a Saturday and go 
over tactics, before we deliver it to the lads. 

“We’ve set up a fine list, if you’re late or don’t have 
a shower or have dirty boots it will cost you. 

“It’s all for the players, though, it pays for their 


group nights out down the line. It gets a bit of a ban¬ 
ter going between the lads and they are all trying to 
get money out of each other. It’s all about emptying 
their pockets!” 

They have left to concentrate on their jobs, with 
owner John Lee and chairperson Hazel Keirle taking 
care of matters behind-the-scenes. 

Recruitment has gathered pace despite the duo ar¬ 
riving relatively late in the summer, succeeding Liam 
Fieldhouse after Ben Astley quit at the end of last 
season. 

Centre-half Tony Russon has been brought in and 
named captain while striker Darren Leonard, even at 
the age of 43, has vast experience at a higher level. 

Midfielder Lee Onions has played in the Premier 
Division for Wednesfield while Daniel Benbow, Jamal 
Pinnock and Leon Pugh have all turned out at levels 
above. 

Promotion 

Back-to-back home games have seen them begin 
the season unbeaten, with a 4-0 win over FC Darlas- 
ton and a 1-1 draw against AFC Bilbrook. 

They are second on goal difference behind War- 
stones Wanderers, who have netted 15 goals in two 
games with 8-1 and 7-3 victories over Ludlow and 
AFC Bridgnorth Development. 

Carter and Carrier expect Wanderers to be involved 
in the promotion race, but have made their intentions 
clear - they want to be champions. 

Carrier added: “This could be a stepping stone, the 
aim is promotion and we really want to push on here.

“We’ve got to try and find 
four or five players to bring into this club to take it up to a level where we 
can cope without having the kids around us.”
